Accident Occurs ‘as Occu- 
pants of the Car Engage 
in a Warm Dispute With 
Woman on Running Board. 


When Call Officer Fain was on the 
way to stop a fight Sunday afternoon, 
he was severely injured at Hunnicutt 
and Marietta as his motorcycle collid- 
ed with an automobile, whose occu- 
Pants were engaged in a warm dis- 
pute with a frantic woman fighting 
on the left running board. 

About 2 o’clock Sunday afternoon a 
hurry call came to the station house 
for two officers to come-to Marietta 
and the Howell Mill road. 

As S. J. Jackson, of Marietta, Ga., 
the driver of the auto figuring in the 
accident, turned from Hunnicutt into 
Marietta, he closely cut the left-hand 
corner, thus violating the city traffic 
ordinance, according to Charles Brown, 
of 20 Kennedy street. Fain, who was 
riding down the right-hand side of 
Marietta, had no intimation of Jack- 
son's approach until the flying ma- 
chine appeared directly in his path. 
The officer was thrown about ten feet 
in the air, landing upon his head.

There it 
was discovered that Fain had received 
injuries about the head, that the flesh 
of his left leg was greatly lacerated 
and the tendons torn. 

The three occupants of the car, 
Jackson, J. E. Medley and J. D. Reese, 
all of Marietta, Ga., apparently did 
not know of Fain’s approach on the 
motorcycle,, for, witnesses’ allege, 
they were busily engaged in a spirited 
dispute with a woman, who Was stand- 
ing on the left running board of the 
machine. This noisy discussion only 
ceased when the collision jerked the 
woman to the curb. 

While passers-by were attending the 
policeman, Jackson, it is said, abrupt- 
ly boarded a passing car and left the 
auto. He was later arrested by B. B. 
Hasleet at his stables néar Marietta and 
the Howell Mill road. When asked 
for an explanation_of his actions, he 
said he went-.to his place of business 
to telephone friends in Marietta. 

The mysterious woman who rode on 
the running board quickly disappear- 
ed from the neighborhood. However, 
the police obtained a good description 
and expect to arrest her soon. 

One Weman Left Behind. 

When Officer Haslett later made an 
investigation of the reported fight he 
learned that Jackson and his two com- 
panions were the ones who, it is al- 
leged, caused the disturbance. One of 
the women was left behind as the 
auto rolled away. The other jumped 


to the running board and clutched the! 
auto’s side. 

J. S. Jackson has been locked up at 
the station house. Two cases, one 
drunk and disorderly, the other drunk 
and reckless driving of an automobile, 
have been entered against him. A 
bond of $500 will be assessed in each 
case, His companions, J. E. Medley 
and J. D. Reese, were aiso confined on 
the charge of being drunk and disor- 
derly.

TEAGHERS READY 


$35,000 Given to Theologi- 
cal Department by Meth- 
odists Who Live Outside 
City, Says Bishop Candler. 


Bishop Warren A. Candler, D. D., 
LL. D., chancellor of the great Metho- 
dist university which Is to be located 
in Atlanta, announces the opening of 
the theological school of that institu- 
tion on September 23 at the Wesley 
Memorial building, with a full faculty 
of seven noted Methodist ministers. 

At first only thirty students were 
expected to attend the opening term of 
this institution, but Bishop Candler 
is now certain that fully fifty will en- 
list for the term of instruction in the- 
ology. 

The faculty will consist of seven of 
the foremost Methodist ministers in 
the entire southland. Bishop Candler 
describes them as “not a poor preacher 
or an infidel in the whole outfit—all 
being orthodox preachers.” 

Personnel of Faculty. 

The personnel of the faculty consists 
of Bishop Warren A. Candler, chancel- 
lor; Rev. W. J. Young, D. D., profes- 
sor of homiletics and pastoral the- 
ology; Rev. W. A. Shelton, D. D., pro- 
fessor of Hebrew and Old Testament 
literature; Rev. Andrew Sledd, D. D., 
LL. D., professor of Greek and New 
Testament literature; Rev. H. Cc. How- 
ard, D. D., professor of systematic the- 
ology; Rev. W. A. Smart, B. A.B. D., 
professor of Biblical theology, and 
Rev. Plato T. Durham, D. D., dean of 
the faculty and professor of church 
history. ‘ 

Bishop Candler announces that he 
has received $35,000 in cash from mem- 
bers of the Methodist church who live

Washington: Septemb 13.—The 
knowledge that.

It had: not been a matter of gen- 
eral knowledge until today that be- 
ginning with the dinner in New York 
a week ago attended by Count von 
Bernstorff, the German ambassador, 
and Oscar Straus, American member 
of The Hague peace tribunal, an in- 
formal movement was under way to 
learn Germany’s attitude toward peace. 

Depends on Kaiser. 


Notwithstanding vigorous state- 
ments through official channels last 
week that Great Britain, France and 
Russia would not make peace until 
they had decisively defeated: Germany, 
it was admitted in many quarters here 
today that a favorable answer from 
Emperor William to the American 
government's inquiry might change 
the situation. Such a reply, 
agreed, would set the machinery for 
peace-making in motion. 

One thing has become apparent to 
close observers of the situation—Pres- 
ident Wilson and Secretary Bryan are 
alert for the slightest opening in the 
diplomatic situation road which 
might encourage them to press the 
powers for an acceptance of media- 
tion. It is considered likely that the 
president may not wait for the pow- 
ers to take the initiative, and that if 
there is an indication of a willingness 
on the part of the belligerents to dis- 
cuss peace terms the American govern- 
ment will be quick to take advantage 
of the opening. In this connection 
some diplomatists said President Wil- 
son’s personal influence in Great Brit- 
ain and France would be an important 
factor in a movement for peace. 

Bankers May Force Germany. 

Some diplomatists suggested that 
Germany might be stimulated te ar- 
range peace by her powerful banking 
interests. In British circles here the 
view is held that German bankers ve 
their approval to Germany’s entry into 
the war in the belief that the con- 
flict would last only a month. With 
the unexpected entry of Great Britain, 
the resistance of Belgium and the un- 
compromising attitude of the allies to 
make peace only by mutual consent, 
the bankers, according to British view-

Bordeaux, September 13.—The minister of war, Alexandre Millerand, 
today communicated to the cabinet the following telegram which he had 
received from General Joffre, commander-in-chief-of the French forces: 

“Our victory is confirmed as more and more complete. Everywhere 
the enemy is in retreat. Everywhere the Germans are abandoning prisoners, 
wounded and munitions of war. 

“After heroic efforts on the part of the troops during this formidable 
struggle, which lasted from the 5th to the 12th of September, all our arms 
are flushed by success and executing a pursuit unexampled for its extent. 

“On our left we have crossed the Aisne below Soissons, gaining 65 miles 
in six days’ fighting. 

“Our armies of the center are north of Marne, while those of Lorraine 
and the Vosges are arriving on the frontier. The morale, endurance and 
ardor of our troeps and those of our allies are admirable. The pursuit will 
be continued with all our energy. The government of the republic may well 
be proud of the army it has equipped.”

RUSSIANS WINNING 
‘IN EASTERN BATTLES. 


In the battles proceeding in Galicia 
fand Russian-Poland success appears to 
cling to the Russians. They are report- 
ed to have won a decisive victory at 
Krasnik and Tomaszow Thursday. The 
Austrian and German armies are esti- 
mated at forty divisions of infantry and 
eleven of cavalry, totalling more than 
a million men, and reinforced by 
several German divisions.

“In one small village 600 bodies 
were buried. The number of the Aus- 
trian wounded vastly exceeds the total 
of those killed. More than 2,000 of 
their wounded remained on the battle- 
field. The prisoners, not including the 
wounded, number 4,000. Thirty thou- 
sand will not cover the total of the 
enemy’s wounded. 

“In the Maise fields along the val- 
ley of the Drina and in the forests, 
some of the enemy’s soldiers who 
were thrown in the rear are still being 
encountered. Among these are some 
officers, who for more than a week 
had lived solely on Maise.”’ 


Austrian Corps Annihilateé’. 


The statement says that 150 guns 
were captured and the Seventh Aus- 
trian corps annihilated. It adds: 

“What is left is incapable of carry- 
ing out military operations. It has 
left in our hands more than of its 
artillery. Despite efforts made by the 
Austrians to conceal from the country 
their defeat, it seems that there are 
certain movements among the peo- 
— of the dual monarchy which may 
ye the beginning of the disintegratiorf 
of the Austro-Hungarian empire. 

“The enemy has lost all hope of a 
new offensive and now fears that the 
offensive will come from our § sie. 
Proof of this is found in the works of 
defense it is throwing up and in the 
evacuation of all points between us 
and their positions. This fear of a 
movement on our part is justifiable, 
for the enemy would be unable to 
oppose any new force.” 

SERVIANS WIN 
ON IBAR RIVER. 

Paris, September 13.—A dispatch to 
the Havas agency from Nish, Servia, 
dated September 7, and delayed in 
transmission, tells of a victory of the 
Servians over the Austrians on the Ibar 
river, in southwestern Servia. The 
dispatch says the Austrians were far 
Superior in numbers and had the most 
modern war equipment. 

“Austrial put in the field against 
Servia,’’ the dispatch says, “350,000 men, 
which was one-third of its total army, 
and chose the most vulnerable point 
for her invasion of the country to the 
south of her. The Austrian front along 
the rivers Save and Drina extended 
from 95 to 125 miles, and consisted of 
about 200,000 men. 

“These men advanced on Valievo, 
about forty miles southwest of Bel- 
grade, in the form of a crescent and at- 
tempted to envelope the Servians, sev- 
eral of whose frmachments offered 
heroic resistance“*and inflicted great 
losses. 

“The main body of the Servians were 
in contact with the Austrians from Au- 
gust 16 to 19, and on the latter day 
defeated them decisively, causing them 
to beat @ retreat. 

“Meantime the Ninth and Tenth Aus- 
trian corps had occupied Shabats, on 
the Save, forty miles west of Belgrade, 
and found themselves closed in, al- 
theugh the Servians in that vicinity 
were much their inferior in strength. 

“At the same time the Servians con- 
tinued the pursuit and again defeated 
the Austrians, harassing them inces- 
Santly, with heavy casualties: The 
Austrians crossed the Drina near Los- 
nitza, followed closely by the Servians, 
who allowed them no time for the de- 
struction of bridges, and continually 
hammered their  closely-packed col- 
umns. The Austrians during their re- 
tirement are understood to have lost 
10,000 men killed.” 
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Kaiser “Wilhelm, easily the most im- 
portant personage in the great Eu- 
ropean conflict, is fifty-five years old.

General Ruzsky’s operations. Our plan 
was based on the rapid reinforcement 
of our right wing. The Russian rail- 
way carried out this task very success- 
fully. Our troops in the Chelm dis- 
trict. which were too widely spread 
out, and against which the principal 
attack of the Austrians was directed. 
did not receive reinforcements—for 
the advance of the Austrians even to 
Chelm itself eventually. could increase 
the consequences of their defeat only 
in the event of the ultimate success 
of our wings. 


Deliveted a Coonter Attack. 

“In spite of their numerical inade- 
quacy our troops in the center did not 
confine themselves to defense. They 
delivered a counter attack, obtaining 
considerable success near Lacheve, 
where for six days they did nothing 
hut repel continual attacks of the en- 
emy. Only on September 4 were they 
moved a little to the rear in accord- 
ance with orders received. 

“The successes of General Ruzsky 
and General Brussiloff enabled us to 
make a general offensive movement 
and the enemy’s center was beaten 
at Sukhodoyle. As a result of a rapid 
movement among the Austrian troops 
at Krasnik these were attacked by 
General Ruzsky from the southwest, 
September 6, and were forced to ac- 
cept battle on three fronts. We re- 
pelled counter attacks of the Krasnik 
troops, and carried the enemy’s posi- 
tion on the front at Opole Tourobine. 

“The Austrians continued vigorous- 
ly to attack our left wing to win suc- 
cess in the direction of Lemberg. 
However, about September 12 we also 
resumed the offensive on this side and 
now the battle of Galicia, which has 
lasted seventeen days, is drawing to an 
end. The pursuit of the enemy con- 


tinues.”’ 


AUSTRIAN ARMY 
PRACTICALLY DESTROYED. 


London, Sentember 13.—(11:42 a. m.) 
The British war information bureau's 
version of the Austrian defeat in south 
Poland follows: : 

“The Austrian invasion of south Po- 
land, which penetrated as far as Opole 
and Krasnostav and Zamosc, was pro- 
tected on its right by an army oper- 
ating east of Lemberg. This latter 
army was completely defeated by the 
Russians on September 1 near .Lem- 
berg. 

“From that moment it became evi- 
dent that if the Austrian right flank 
could not continue a stubborn resist- 


lance the retreat of the main Austrian 


army from south Poland would be im- 
periled.

September 13.—The battle- 
fields of the allies’ left wing, over 
which terrible combats have been 
fought the past week, present a scene 
of desolation.

Most of the dead already have 
been buried; but here and there small 
groups await interment. 

Virtually all the wounded, whether 
French, British or German, have re- 
ceived treatment and have been trans- 
ported to neighboring villages. 

Along the banks of the Marne evi- 
dences of severe artillery fire are vis- 
ible everywhere. All over the fields 
are fresh heaps of earth, where sol- 
diers were buried. The graves for the 
most part are marked by rough hewn 
crosses.

The coun- 
ter attacks of the Krasnik groups of 
the Austrians were repulsed and on 
September 9 the fortified positions of 
the enemy on the line from Opole to 
Turobin, forty miles in length, were 
carried by assault. 

“At the same time the enemy was 
delivering desperate attacks on our 
left wing, in order to gain a success 
in the direction of Liwow. However, 
on September 12 we assumed the of- 
fensive from this direction also. 

“At present the battle of Galicia, 
which lasted seventeen days, is draw- 
ing to a close, and a general pursuit 
of the enemy is being carried out. The 
battles in the provinces of Lublin and 
Holm, which began on August 23, 
were, at the beginning, separate epi- 
sodes of a strategic operation of vast 
magnitude. To these detached epi- 
sodes, the Austrian general staff chose 
to attribute an importance out of all 
proportion to their real significance. 

“Skirmishes of advance troops were 
heralded as Austrian victories. Even 
the fall of Lrwow, a fact of the great- 
est importance in development of the 
campaign, was explained as a deliber- 
ate evacuation in accordance with 
strategic consideration. 

“These strategic considerations 
allowed us, however, to surround the 
enemy and to drive the remainder of 
his army beyond the river San. Now, 
when the results of the battles from 
August 25 to September 10 have be- 
come public property, the im- 
perial general staff considers 
timely to point out the untruthful- 
ness of Austrian official reports, and

STREAM OF WOUNDED 
~ FROM BATTLEFELDS 


Pouring Into Hospitals Back 
of Paris—British Trooper 
Tells Grim Incident. 


London, September 13.—The stream 
of wounded from the battlefields of 
the Marne and Ourcgq is being direct- 
ed past Paris to hospitals in the rear, 
says a Paris dispatch to Reuter’s Tele- 
gram company. The obvious reason 
for this is that until it is qute certain 
that Paris will not have to defend her- 
self against attack it would be unwise 
to fill the hospital accommodations of 
the capital. 

Of special interest 
and American hospitals at Neuilly, 
which are splendidly equipped. At 
present their accommodation is not 
strained. In the American hospital 
only 55 of the 500 beds are occupied. 

A British soldier of the Sixth dra- 
goons, suffering from dullet wounds in 
the hip, told of a grim incident at Com- 
piegne.

GERMANS SUFFERED 


Right Wing Was Struck in 


and French and Crumpled 
Up—The Pursuit Is Being 
Pushed. 


Washington, September 13.—“The en- 
emy is in retreat along the whole line 
west of the Meuse,” said a statement 
issued by the British war office and 
announced today at the embassy here. 
The statement added that the Germans 
had suffered gravely in morale, 
sides encountering heavy losses in per- 
sonnel and material, the entire artil- 
lery of one army corps—160 guns— 
being captured by the allies. 

The official communication, 
yesterday, was received here 
It reads: 

“Summary of operations of British 
‘and French armies during the last four 
days: 

“September 6—Southward advance of 
German right reached its extreme 
points, Coulommiers and Provins. Move- 
ment was covered by a large flanking 
force west of line river Ourcg. South- 
ward movement of enemy left in dan- 
gerous position his right wing, which 
allies attacked in front and flank. 

Completely Successful. 

“On the right, covering force was as- 
sailed by a French army based upon 
the Paris denfenses. Main portion of 
enemy’s right wing attacked frontally 
by British army and by French corps. 
Combined operations up to present have 
been completely successful. 

“German outer flank was forced back 
as far as Ourcq. There it executed

several vigorous attacks, but was un- 
able to beat off French advance. Main 
body of enemy’s right vainly endeav- 
ored to defend line of Grand Morin riv- 
er and then that of Petit Morin. The 
German right retreated over the Marne. 

“On September 10, the British army, 
with portion of French forces on its 
left, crossed river below Chateau Thier- 
ry, movement which forced enemy’s 
forces west of Ourcq to give way and 
retreat northwestwards in the direc- 
tion of Sessioms. Since the 10th, whole 
German right wing has fallen back in 
disorder, closely followed by French 
and British troops. Six thousand pris- 
oners and fifteen guns were captured 
on 10th and llth.

Their retreat has been a precipitate 
one, especially at Montmirail,-Fromen- 
tieres, Sermaizo and Revigny. 

“Abandonment of much artillery; 
lack of provisions and ammunition; 
horses tired out. (This is taken at 
the embassy to refer to the German 
forces). Ninth cavalry division of Ger- 
mans remained four days without pro- 
visions. 

“To our left wing on the 1ith the 
front of the Germans was reported 
on line Soissons-Braine-Fismes-Rheims. 
At the center and at our right wing 
they have evacuated Vitry and the 
course of the Saul as far as Pargny.

London--Cardinal Predicts | 


Victory for the Allies. 


London, September 13.—Remarkable 
scenes were witnessed today outside 
Westminster cathedral, where, from 
the balcony, Cardinal Mercier, primate 
of Belgium and archbishop of Malines, 
blessed a procession of London Irish- 
men and women numbering more than 
50,000. 

The cardinal appeared on the balcony 
between John HE. Redmond, the Irish 
nationalist leader, and T. P. O’Connor, 
with John Dillon, the bishop on South- 
wark. Many distinguished Catholic 
laymen were grouped around. His ap- 
pearance was the signal for a great 
outburst of cheering. 

The cardinal recently had returned 
from the papal conclave at Rome, and 
during his absence from Malines 
learned of the havoc wrought by ,the 
Germans. In London he learned that 
his sister and three nephews were 
refugees from Belgium. 

The procession today occupied an 
hour in passing. When the first sec- 
tion halted, the cardinal raised his hand 
and shouted: “God save . Ireland.” 

This was the signal for a fresh roar 
of cheers and the crowd shouted back: 
“God save Belgium.” 

Address on Behalf of Irish. 


After the procession passed Mr. 
O’Connor read an address gigned by 
Mr. Redmond on behalf of the Irish 
party, and Mr. O’Connor on behalf of 
the Irish people, as follows: 

“To All the Civilized World: Your 
country, comparatively small, facing 
gigantic odds in defense of your na- 
tional independence, stands forth in 
imperishable:glory, by its inflexible re- 
solve to fight for freedom to the last 
hour, and, if need, be, to the last man. 

“True culture stands appalled at the 
destruction of some of the most beau- 
tiful and historic monuments Belgian 
art and Belgian piety have raised dur- 
ing centuries of effort. 

“We, as Irishmen and Irishwomen, 
join our British fellow citizens in the 
determination to see that the afflic- 
tions of your country shall be mitigat- 
ed so far as our good will and our re- 
sources can do so.” 

Cardinal Predicts Allied Vietory. 


Cardinal Mercier replied: 

“Our country is laid waste, but with 
God’s help we shah raise it from its 
ruins. I invite our countless sympa- 
thizers in Great Britain to come to 
Brussels, Louvain and Malines and cel- 
ebrate with us in our restored cathe- 
drals and municipal buildings the tri- 
umph of the cause of justice, the cause 
of Great Britain, Ireland, France, Rus- 
sia and of Belgium, which, having sus- 
tained the first shock, will be the fore- 
most in celebrating the final victory.” 

Cardinal Mercier was received in au- 
dience today by King George. 


GERMAN FLEET CRUISING 
IN RUSSIAN WATERS 


Copenhagen, September 13.—Via Lon- 
don)—aA dispatch from Raumo, Finland, 
says that according to statements by 
pilots and fishermen, a German fleet 
has been cruising for the last two 
days in the waters south of the Aland 
islands. The fleet includes’ seven 
dreadnaughts and cruisers of the Fries- 
land class, two big cfuisers, four tor- 
pedo boats of the first class and many 
coal and repair vessels. Aboard the 
cruiser Blucher the flag of Chief Ad- 
miral Prince Henry, of Prussia, was 
hoisted. 


ITALY LANDS TROOPS 
IN DISTURBED ALBANIA 


Action Taken Because Leader 
of Faction Threatens to 
Sack Town. 


Paris, September 13.—Troops of the 
Italian army are being disembarked 
in Albania, especially at Vaicna, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from Trieste to 
The Echo de Paris. 


Recent advices from Valona stated 
that Kiamil Elbassan, at the head of 
4.000 men, had threatened to sack the 
town. 


ALLIANCE WITH RUSSIA 
DESIRED BY JAPAN 


Petrograd, September 13.—Japanese 
officers have told a Russian journalist 
that the whole of Japan is in favor 
of an alliance with Russia. 

Travelers returning from Constanti- 
nople and Sofia report that there is a 
famine in the Turkish capital. 

Reports reaching here say Berlin is 
trying to give a little importance to 
the German retreat. 

Political circles in Vienna are much 
depressed because of the inability of 
the German army to further assist 
Austria. 


NEUTRALITY PLEDGED. 
BY SPANISH PREMIER 


Paris, September 13.—A_ dispatch to 
the Havas agency from Madrid says 
that Eduardo Dato, the Spanish prime 
minister, made this statement today: 

‘Spain has contracted no engagement 
and will remain neutral until the end 
of the war.” 

The correspondent says the state- 
ment was made in reply to reports in 
foreign newspapers concerning Spain's 
position, which had led to the belief 
that Spain intended to intervene in 
Germany’s favor in case of necessity. 


ITALIANS ARE CHEERING 
FOR ARMY AND FRANCE 


Paris, September 14.—(1:50 a. m.)— 
A dispatch to the Havas agency from 
Rome says: 

“At 10 o’clock yesterday morning 
several hundred persons, including so- 
cialist, republican, democratic and na- 
tionalist members of the chamber of 
deputies, gathered near the royal 
palace. Breaking through a cordon of 
police they traversed the streets cheer- 
ing for Italy, the army and France.

The lesson of diversification and the 
warning against the all-cotton fetich has 
been burned into the south’s consciousness 


as never before in her history. 

The banker, the merchant and the farmer 
that does not by this time know it is court- 
ing destruction to plan a normal crop next 
year, needs a guardian. 

Just what percentage of production will 
be advisable is not now apparent. 

It will not be apparent for some weeks 
yet until the European situation clarifies to 
a greater extent and we know, or can more 
approximately guess, at the probable dura- 
tion of the war and the demoralization of 
the commercial machinery of the world. 

But once it is ascertained with fair ac- 
curacy the extent to which next year’s out- 
put must be reduced, that reduction will be 
forthcoming. 

The pessimists, or those who are skep- 
tical of the south’s ability to enforce a re- 
duction propaganda, have not reasoned 
soundly. 

In the past, and it is the past upon which 
skepticism is founded, there has been lack- 
ing the incentive of a concrete moral warn- 
ing, coming home to every factor in the 
south’s economic structure. 

That incentive is now 
present. 

Here is the final proof: 

The banker and the merchant largely 
control the matter of credit in the south, and 
the cultivation of cotton is controllingly 
based upon credit. ° 

The exigencies of the present and the 
future situation have been borne convinc- 
ingly in upon the banker and the merchant. 

There is hardly a banker or a merchant 
in the south, outside of insane asylums, who 
is going to court bankruptcy by encourag- 
ing his borrowers to overplant cotton. 

‘The tendency will be in the ophosite 
direction. 

If anything, the crop next year will be 
ecrupulously held down to dimensions not 
even today demanded by the ultra-conserva- 
tive. 

There is plenty of machinery in the south 
to enforce the reduction mandate. 

It is in control of the south’s financial 
and mercantile forces, who know every man 
personally with whom they deal, and whose 
ramifications cover every rural free delivery 
route and every cotton patch, directly or in- 
directly. 

These are the forces that are going to 
make it impossible for the farmers to plant 
more than they should, conceding they are 
disposed to do so, which The Constitution 
does not believe. 

Now, then— 

There is the south’s guarantee to con- 
gress. 

The house of representatives, accepting 
it In good faith, as it can well afford to do, 
must proceed, as the senate has already 
done, to remedy the immediate and drastic 
crisis by the proper emergency measures. 

There is, everywhere, the conviction that 
the government is going to do something to 
help the situation. 

That help must not be longer withheld! 

Demoralization and loss thrive on delay

THE PLAGUE FIGHT WON. 

The southern people, and the people of 
America for that matter, can well afford to 
turn aside for a moment from embattled 
Europe to pay tribute to the citg of New 
Orleans, the federal government and science, 
for the manner in which they have grappled 
with and triumphed Gyer one of the deadliest 
of diseases—the bubonic plague. 

Word comes from New Orleans that for 
the first time since the fight begun, June 27, 
there is not one case under treatment. Of 
course, it is highly possible that isolated 
cases will here and there crop out for some 
time to come. The thing that counts is that 
the battle has been won, and the city of 
New Orleans saved, as was San Francisco, 
from one of the most devastating scourges 
of history. 

Getting down to brass tacks, they have 
whipped the fight just by killing rats, and 
by scrupulous sanitation and rigid precau- 
The lesson is a good 
one to learn. It will inspire confidence in 
medical science fn the future, and it may 
lead cities remiss in their sanitary duty to 
discharge the duty of: self-preservation more 
carefully. i 

There is only, one way by which the bu- 
bonic plague spread, and that is by the bite 
of the flea that makes the rat its host. The 
problem of eradication is, therefore, simpli- 
fied. Destroy the rats and you destroy the 
host and carriers of the fleas. 
this and you have destroyed the machinery 
for distributing plague. ; 7 

It is just to New Orleans to say that when 
the alarm broke out the people did not stam- 
pede. They faced the situation calmly. 
They had seen science work its practical 
miracles in the matter of exterminating 
yellow fever. They were told that science 
could do the same thing with the bubonic 
plague. The same men, or their associates, 
who had conquered yellow fever in New 
Orleans and Havana and Panama, ‘made 
these promises to New Orleans—and New 
Orleans believed them. 

The federal government vigorously ten- 
dered its aid. The whole city was, almost 
literally, turned into a Pied Piper of Hamlin, 
luring the rodents to destruction, and with 
the death of each rat feeling more safe.

“Avoidable Hard Times.” 


(From The New York Commercial.) 

Wholesalers, jobbers and distributors of 
important specialties in the southeastern 
states report widespread disorganization of 

ade in all sections dependent on cotton. 
allers have sold goods on oredit to farm- 
ers or have furnished them with supplies 
secured by mortgages on crops, implements 
and live stock in the old-fashioned, waste- 
ful way, and are now afraid that the cotton 
crop will not pay the bill The poorer 
farmers talk of abandoning the crop be- 
cause, after picking it, they will have noth- 
ing left, and the retailers are reducing 
credit on the one hand and are asking the 
wholesalers for extensions on the other 
while curtailing their purchases of new 
goods. In the case of one large distributor 
in the southeast, sales have fallen off fully 
$3,000 a day, but this loss to his house is 
counterbalanced by improved business in 
the grain states of the west. Local houses 
in the southeast find the outlook cloomy. 

This distributing agent says that men of 
means who know these southeastern farm- 
ers are afraid to buy their cotton with the 
ideas of holding it or to lend money on it 
because the farmers wili not give up cotton 
for a single year. For three successive 
years in the nineties the farmers did not 
get an average price of 6 cents a pound for 
their cotton, and they sold a lot of it at 
41-2 cents a pound. At that time the price 
of cotton could have been restored to a 
profitable basis by reducing the acreage by 
one-fourth for one season, but the farmers 
blundered along until Providence helped 
them against their will by sending a par- 
tial crop failure. 

Principles that apply to wheat do not 
apply to cotton. We grow only about one- 
fifth of the world’s wheat crop as a rule, 
though we probably have one-fourth of it 
this year. In normal times we cannot con- 
trol the price of wheat because it is pro- 
duced in every quarter of the globe and new 
wheat comes into the market almost every 
month in the year. An important wheat 
crop is never more than six months away 
at any time, so we simply compete with the 
rest of the world without having a chance 
to control either price or volume of output. 

Cotton we virtually control because we 
produce at least three-fifths of it, and we 
monopolize the free supply of the grades 
that are chief competitor in the lower 
grades, but consumers imported cloth equal 
to its exports of raw cotton, so it produces 
no more than it consumes in one way or 
another. Every bale of the large crop now 
belng picked in the southern states could 
be sold for 10 cents a pound, middling basis, 
if planters, merchants, bankers and ware- 
housemen stood together. as the Germans 
did in fixing the price of the potash salts 
the cotton planters have to use as a fer- 
tilizer. The whole crop cannot be sold at 
that price this year unless some disaster 
overtakes it and cuts it in half, but it could 
be so sold in two years if the farmers grew 
some more profitable crop next season. 

These southeastern cotton states are now 
facing a crisis because those in a position 
to help believe that the farmers would grow 
cotton and sell it for 6 cents rather than 
turn to something else although every moth- 
er’s son of them says it costs more than 9 
cents a pound to raise it. They face an 
easily avoidable loss because their past rec- 
ord for sticking to cotton is against them. 

The British government is urging Cana- 
dian and Australian farmers to raise all the 
wheat they possibly can. Europe does not 
raise much spring wheat, and this is the 
season for planting winter wheat in the 
northern hemisphere. The men, who should 
be plowing and sowing wheat, now are in 
the armies and Europe faces a terrible short- 
age next year which must be made good 
chiefly on this continent. High prices for 
grain and live stock are reasonably certain, 
and a low price for cotton is just as sure 
if’ we raise another big crop of it next year 
while the European mills are closed. 

If the cotton farmers of the southeast 
cannot be turned from their idol, the cotton 
bale, those of Texas, Oklahoma and other 
valley and southwestern states can at least 
take warning and make money by planting 
winter wheat now and corn and oats next 
spring. It seems pitiful to turn what should 
be a chance to make fortunes into disastrous 
losses by blindly planting cotton, the one 
great commodity that we can really control 
if we go at it the right way. 

Cotton does not average half a bale to 
the acre, and it costs far more to the acre 
for labor expended in cultivating and pick- 
ing than any grain crop. Wheat at $1; 
corn at 70 cents, and oats at 45 cents a 
bushel, pay better than cotton at 10 cents 
a pound, and cotton will not be worth that 
price in three years if this war lasts and 
the south keeps on planting the usual acre- 
age.

Military Party of Fatherland Bie 


_ Is Blamed for War in Europe 


By FREDERIC WILLIAM WILE, 
Berlin Correspondent of The Chicago Tribune 
and Lendon Daily Mail. 

Three pertinent questions about the war 
are persistently leveled at me here. With 
typical Chicago directness they go straight 
to the point of the whole sanguinary busi- 
néss. They comprehend it from beginning 
to end. People want to know: 

1. Who is mainly responsible for the war? 

2. Who is going to win it? 

3. How long will it last? 

Let me, too, be terse. I believe: 

1. That the German military party, aided 
and abetted by the kaiser, without whose 
Support it would have remained impotent, 
precipitated the war. 

2. That the allies will win it. 

3. That it. will go on till Germany is 
beaten to its knees. 

Ten Years in Berlin. 

Before venturing to elucidate, may I make 
perfectly plain that my views are not neces- 
sarily those of The Tribune. I am almost 
sure they are not. All they purport to be 
are the views of an American newspaper 
man, whose business for the last ten years 
has been to observe and report upon the 
social, economic and political development 
of Germany from the vantage ground of 
permanent residence in Berlin. 

They are not the views of a vindictive 
man. It ig true I was arrested, mauled, 
and disheveled by the kaiser’s police on 
the outbreak of war with England, in con- 
sequence of a grotesque charge of béing 
an “English spy.” That was a thrilling 
and interesting episode. I shall dilate upon 
it with pride for the edification of wide- 
eyed grandchildren some day. It has no 
further importance. It has no more to do 
with my conception of the genesis of the 
new Armageddon than next Wednesday's 
Chicago primaries. 

What I shall say, finally, is not dictated 
by my association with England’s foremost 
daily newspaper, which I had the privilege 
of representing at Berlin for the eight 
years preceding the war. 


Reason for Plea. 

If this plea of self-defense is designed 
from the outset to cast suspicion on what 
is to follow, may I explain that it is en- 
tered in order to anticipate accusations of 
prejudice, malice, and faulty information? 
I have had ample evidence during a week’s 
sojourn in this wonderful Chicago town of 
ours that I am in something closely resem- 
bling a hotbed of pro-Germanism. 

The German White Book, reciting the 
events which brought the war about, begins 
with the statement that the Archduke Franz 
Ferdinand and his consort were done to 
death by a pan-Servian fanatic at Sarajevo 
on June 28. That is another way of saying 
that this war of the nations was the conse- 
quence of the wanton murder of the most 
hated royal personage in Europe. 

No German whose opinion was worth 
listening to really believed that. The Ges 
man war party did not believe it. The kaiser 
did not believe it. They knew, and I know, 
that Sarajevo was a pretext, not a cause. 

I have admiration unbounded for the 
terrible power of German military organiza- 
tion. I have written reams about it. 
harped on it so long that I used to subject 
myself in Berlin to the criticism of being 
an agitator for war and an “enemy” of Ger- 
many. 

Prepared to Strike. 

The preparatiens for this struggle, which 
went on for all reasoning men to see and 
comprehend, meant exactly what they have 
turned out. to mean, viz., that Germany 
staked all on its supreme preparedness, and 
that it would strike the moment it thought 
its foe or foes were the least ready. 

This is not a fiction evolved of my own 
imagination. It ig the theory hammered 
into Germany, not in the few days or weeks 
preceding Sarejevo, but for ‘years before. 
It was preached to the Germans by their 
university professors, by their naval and 
military writers, by*® their navy and army 
leagues by their “patriotic” press. 

They heard it from authorities like Gen- 
eral von Bernhardi (author of “Germany's 
Next War’), who, in an almost unanswer- 
able volume later circulated under semi- 
official auspices for popular consumption, 
apotheosized war, predicted its imminence 
and beseeched the nation to make heroic 
sacrifices for waging it. 

Territorial Confines Protest. 

Bernhardi harped on the leitmotif, made 
familiar by scores of books, brochures and 
editorials published during a decade ‘previ- 
ous. He bemoaned the cruel fate, which 
imposed upon “Europe’s most virile race” 
territorial confines suitable for Portugal, but 
not for Germany. He spoke passionately of 
the blood and iron diet on which alone the 
fatherland had waxed fat. 

He awelt in accents of mingled condem- 
nation and abuse on the aims of misguided 
Germans who saw the fatherland’s salva- 
tion in peace instead of siege guns and 
dreadnaughts. And he most insistently es- 
poused the theory that Germany must not 
wait for its enemies to choose the hour for 
combat, but itself to begin it, boldly, confi- 
dent in the invincibility of its mighty war 
machine. 

I was at the Kiel regatta the last week 
of June. The tidings of the archduke’s as- 
sassination were brought to me by the Ger- 
man confrere with whom I was sharing 
crowded hotel quarters. 

He burst into my room that Sunday, only 
mildly excited over the news which brought 
Kieler Woche to such a dramatically unex- 
pected end. 

“It’s a good thing,” he said. 

I wondered at the time what he meant. 
I think I Know now. The German war 
party’s time had come. Armed to the teeth, 
as never before, a pretext had at last ar- 
rived for launching its ambitious schemes. 

External Conditions Favorable. 

External conditions were providentially 
favorable. Anglo-German relations were 
“much improved.” A squadron of British 
battleships was in Kiel at the moment. Ire- 
land was on the brink of rebellion and even 
if Albion were disposed to be less perfidious 
than it had been on certain historical occa- 
sions, it could not dream, with Ulster in 
flames, of interfering in a great continental 
war on behalf of its entente  cordiale 
partners. 

France was unready. M. Humbert had 
just said so in the French senate. Russia 
was in the thick of industrial troubles, cer- 
tain to be fanned into insurrection if it 
dared to make war abroad. 

The German army increase, raising the 
peace strength of the military establishment 
to nearly 900,000 men at a cost of $250,000, - 
000, was now effective. The Imperial bank 
disposed over a “record” gold reserve of 
$350,000,000. The war chest at Spandau had 
been swelled from $30,000,000 to $90,000,000. 


Austria After Reparation. 


Austria asked reparation from Sarajevo. 


It set up its amazing demands on Servia. 

Servia yielded, on Russia’s urgent advice, 
in all essential points. It merely declined 
to accede to a demand which meant the 
snuffing out of its independent sovereignty. 

Austria, assured if the hour came that 
the kaiser in his shining armor would once 
again take his stand loyally by its side, 
demanded the pound of flesh. Belgrade re- 
fused. 

Sir Edward Grey beseeched the kaiser 
to justify his reputation as the keeper of 
the world’s peace and to consider Sarajevo 
a European and not merely an Austrian 
question. The czar appealed to him. 

No Favorable Evidence. 

Has anybody been able to find from any 
evidence in the German White Book that 
William Il. in his efforts for peace at Vien- 
na did anything but mean well feebly? 

War came on, the Berlin government 
avers, because when the German lamb was 
bleating peace at Vienna the menacing 
tread of the Russian bear was heard on the 
German and Austrian frontiers. Knowing

i Japan, 


the farsightedness which is the outstand- 
ing feature of German military preparations 
as well as I do, I find it a strain on what 
serves me as an intelligere to take seri- 
ously the official claim that the Russian 
mobilization took Germany unawares. 

The German army is always “ready.” It 
is prepared, day and night, to a degree which 
makes actual mobilization the merest for- 
mality. It has the most magnificent system 
of military railways in the world at its 
autocratic disposal on the pressing of a 
button and it only requires to concentrate 
and jockey for strategic positions within 
a territory half the size of Texas. 

Russia Not Mobilized. 

Russian mobilization a menace to Ger- 
many! At Kiel my militant and military 
friend, Herr von G., would have snorted 
with glee at the thought of such a thing. 
Russia has not mobilized yet. In the sense 
that Germany is ready, Russia will not be 
ready for another month. 

Whether or how far Germany actually 
was or was not mobilized, while Austria 
was preraring to roll Servia in the mud, will 
never be known. Count Bernstorff is a dip- 
lomat and nobody expects him to admit it. 
But he is a sdldier, too, and he knows how 
little really of a menace military movements 
in European Russia could mean for Ger- 
many. 

Bismarck popularized the cause of King 
William I. of Prussia forty-four years ago 
by doctoring the Ems telegram. William 
Il., who is his own imperial chancellor, per- 
Sormed an equally historic act when he 
contrived to “put it across” that Germany's 
mighty sword was “forced” into his hand 
because the treacherous czar launched his 
legions against the unprepared, guileless 
western neighDor. , 

My high regard for German efficiency, 
military and diplomatic, does not permit me 
to believe in the fiction of the Russian mo- 
bilization menace. 

Iron Determination to Win. 

I have ventured the opinion that the 
allies will win. I should much prefer the 
role of historian of war to that of prophet. 
War is a voleano which vomits forth de- 
struction in. unexpected directions. Sur- 
prises are its only certainty. I risk the 
assertion that France, Russia, England, 
Servia, Belgium and Montenegro 
(think of that constellation—two-thirds of 
Europe and half Asia) will beat Germany 
and Austria, not merely because of the 
tremendous potential resources their popula- 
tion and weaith represent, as compared to 
the population and wealth of Germany and 
Austria-Hungary, but because of the iron 
determination of the allies that they will 
and must bring the kaiser to his knees. 

They Know what it means if they don't. 
They know he will be emperor of Europe 
instead of merely Kaiser of Deutschland. 
That is why they will fight to the bitter 
end, to their own bitter end, till he has been 
crushed. 

England's bulldog faw is particularly 
hard set. I have not so much confidence in 
the ability or the grit of France and Russia, 
powerful as they are. But I have inexpressi- 
ble faith in the tenacity of John Bull. 


Calls England Sure Winner. 

When I conjure up the vision of the re- 
sources he is prepared to tap, if he must, 
of the legions of Sikhs and Bengalis, of 
Australians and Canadians and South Af- 
ricans and New Zealanders—yes, and of 
Irishmen—and when I pause and realize that 
an Englishman fights best and hardest when 
he is tackling the toughest job, 1 say that 
this war will not end, cannot end, till Eng- 
land and its friends are victorious. 

If Paris is lost, it must be retaken. If 
1,000,000 of allied reinforcements are not 
enough to accomplish it, there will be an- 
other 1,000,000, or 2,000,000, or 3,000,000. 

If this is to be a war of exhaustion, Ger- 
many and Austria will find that they are 
playing it at their vital peril. They haye 
colossal resources of their own, both “in 
money and human treasure—Germany par- 
ticularly. But there will come an end to 
it some day, and the end will come more 
quickly at Berlin and Vienna than in Bor- 
deaux, Petrograd, London, Tokio, Belgrade, 
Antwerp and Cettinje. That,is the simple 
arithematic of the proposition. 

Count Bernstorff says the kaiser is ready 
for peace now. Undoubtedly he is. He could 
have it cheaply today. It will grow dearer 
every hour it is not vouchsafed him. 


Ne Quarrel With German People. 

Two more points and I am done. Pro- 
allies sympathizers in this country have no 
quarrel with the German people. Among 
them it was my privilege to spend thirteen 
happy, fruitful years. 

They did not want this war. They were 
dragged into it. They are waging it gal- 
lantly, for their national existence is at 
stake. But they did not want it. Remem- 
ber that. The war party wanted it, and 
got it. The 65,000,000 Germans who craved 
for peace, for continuauce of the bounding 
prosperity in which the fatherland found 
Gtself two short months ago, were a voice 
crying in the wilderness. They are entitled 
to our compassion, not our cohdemnafion. 

The German government and Germans 
invoke our moral support in this supercrisis 
of the fatherland’s history. Lest they for- 
get, may I remind them that we did not 
enjoy German support in the two great po- 
litical crises through which we ourselves 
have passed in contemporary times—the 
Spanish-American war and the Mexican con- 


troversy. 

I do not say that we should repay evil 
for evil, but I do not tnink Germans at 
home or expatriated ought to complain if 
the bulk of American public opinion is un- 
able to condone Germany’s attitude in the 
war of the nations. 

Ambition of Germany. 

We are entitled to remember. I go, fur- 
ther and say we are entitled to look ahead. 
We are entitled to visualize Germany's 
gnawing ambition for more room in the gun 
—a legitimate ambition for a growing, prds- 
perous, highly industrialized state which 
wants to export merchandise, not men. 

We are entitled to remember that men 
like Professor von Schmoller, of the Uni- 
versity of Berlin, see visions of a “Greater 
Germany Oversea” in South America. We 
are entitled to remember that the Monroe 
Doctrine is considered by German: states- 
men and publicists as indefensible arro- 
gance. 

We are entitled to wonder, in our queer, 
calculating way, what might be the fate 
of Monroeism if William of Hohenzollern 
becomes the Kaiser of Europe and ruler of 
the seas. ) 

I do not think I am treasonable to the 
tender memories I cherish of my life in 
Berlin or to the countless good friends i 
have left behind me there when I say that 
I do not think it good for my country that 
the shadow of the goose step should ever 
loom across the Atlantic and, ceasing to 
be a terrifying mirage, should become an 
actuality at our very door.

SUBJECT OF PASTOR 


“This Is Time to Get Your

ge Economic Readjustment. 

“First of all, it is mo time for pessi- 
mism, panio-mongers or calamity-howl- 
ers. 

“The hard times we are in for will 
involve no famine. The south is not 
going to sing ‘Give me three grains of 
corn, mother; give me three grains of 
corn?’ We will not miss a single meal 
nor go naked a single hour. 

“Our hard times will deal with us, 
not at the point of necessities or even 
comforts of life, but at the point of 
luxuries and extravagances. 

“It is to be our opportunity to work 
a@ reconstruction of the south’s relation 
to its economic situation. We can 
well afford to have cotton markets 
smashed for one or even two 
years, if it will teach us how 
to direct and control the immense 
economic advantage the southern 
States have in soil and climate. The 
concentrated contusion of finance af- 
fecting cotton, the speculative factions 
of cotton exchanges, and the gambling 
bath a bale of cotton gets the minute 
it is qut of the patch, are matters 
hard tifmes may help us look into. 

“There is a tremendous

PRACTICALLY NO COTTON 
SOLD IN LAURENS COUNTY. 


Dublin, Ga., September 13.—(Special.) 
Laurens county farmers have inaugu- 
rated one of the greatest cotton hold- 
ing movements ever known in this sec- 
tion, and the way they are holding onto 
their staple as it is picked out is caus- 
ing some of the cotton men to open 
their eyes in surprise at the universal 
action. 

The crop here is opening rapidly and 
pickers and gins are working full ca- 
pacity. According to estimates, there 
are about 4,500 bales picked out so 
far, about half of which has been put 
in the warehouses and the other half 
stored on the farms, some of it ginned 
and some of it in the seed.

Washington, September 13.—War rev- 
enue legislation faces a fight within 
democratic ranks this week that may 
rival the Panama tolls struggle. Re- 
volt against a proposed 3 per cent tax 
on freight transportation charges con-

he will advise the committee to make 
a third attempt to provide means for 
increasing the revenue without precipi- 
tating party strife. 

Several democratic members, includ- 


‘ing members of the ways and means 
‘committee, already are preparing sub- 


stitutes for the committee bill. Some 
insist that a stamp tax still will have 
to be accepted, which they insist is not 
so politically inexpedient as a freight 
or income tax. 

Another source of trouble for con- 
gress is the failure of the senate com- 
mittee on commerce in its readjust- 
ment of the rivers and harbors appro- 
priation bill to satisfy republican mem- 
bers who are conducting the filibuster 
against it. Senator Burton, leader of 
the opposition, says he will continue to 
fight against items in the bill which 
he considers “unnecessary, unwise and 
extravagant.” 

Some democrats say they would 
rather let the bill fail than to yield 
to the demands of the republicans. 

Trust legislation may be finished 
this week. 

Wilson Not Committed. 

Cornish, N. H., September 13.—Presi- 
dent Wilson will cut short his visit 
to the “summer white house” tomor- 
row to return to Washington to take 
up the war tax question. The presi- 
dent igs not committed to the 3 per cent 
tax on freight, and is understood to 
prefer a stamp tax on checks and oth- 
er forms of commercial paper. 

The president has received assurances 
that there is nothing in the European 
situation requiring his immediate at- 
tention. 

The president probably will return 
here later this fall. The Misses Smith, 
of New Orleans, his cousins, who came 
here with him, will remain.

Here we see a striking survival of 
a type which it had been supposed 
modern commercialism had almost de- 
stroyed—the fighter who, from sheer 
love of combat, rushes into war and 
offers his services, not always from 
a just appreciation of the issues at 
stake, though generally it must be 
said he is chiefly to be found on the 
Side of liberty against oppression. He 
was a.picturesque figure in the armies 
of the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies, and in the nineteenth aided not 
a little in those astonishing victories 
by which Garibaldi helped to bring 
about the unification of Italy. Ire- 
land, from which much of the bese 
blood was drfven out by English mis- 
rule and oppression, was especially 
prolific in these gallant and expatriat- 
ed sons, who constituted whole regi- 
ments in the French armies. Marshal 
McMahon, France's best general in the 
war of 1870, and afterward president 
of the republic, came of this fighting 
Celtic stock.

AMERICAN COUNSELLORS 
LEAVE PRESIDENT YUAN 


Three Americans Have Brought 
About Important Re- 
forms in China. 


Pekin, September 14.—Although Dr. 
Frank J. Goodnow, the American whose 
authority on constitutional law was 
sought by President Yuan Shi-kai in 
framing the new Chinese constitution, 
leaves Pekin in August to become pres- 
ident of Johns Hopkins university, he 

agreed to favor the Chinese presi- 
dent with further advice whenever he 
may ask it. He intends to return to 
China duri the summer vacation of 
1915, but in the meantime he has urged 
Yuan to engage a substitute for him 
in this $15,000 post. 

Dr. Goodnow’s departure, together 
with that of W. W. Rockhill, who has 
already left for the United States, and 
H. C. Adams, who is to leave as soon 
as he has finished same special work 
in railway accounting, will rob Presi- 
dent Yuan of the immediate counsel 
of three Americans. It appears that 
all three have been anxious to return 
to the United States. Dr. Goodnow 
has obtained his release after little 
over a year’s stay in Pekin, while his 
contract was for a period of three 
years. Mr. Rockhill was urged to re- 
main in Pekin, but he accepted his 
recent appointment to Yuan’s service 
only upon condition that he would not 
have to take up his residence here. In 
the United States, at a salary of $15,- 
000, he is expected to act in Yuan’s 
behalf by counteracting the publicity 
campaign which Sun -Yat-Sen and his 
party of rebels is conducting abroad, 
and he will also be called upon to ex- 
ercise his diplomatic experience when 
required in behalf of the president and 
the people of China. 

Professor Adams, who came out here 
for one year only, to instruct the board 
of communications in the unification of 
railway accounts, will have completed 
his work in August. It is not believed 
that the Chinese board is yet capable 
of profiting greatly by his instruction, 
and it is feared that they will be un- 
able to continue the work successfully 
without him. But Adams wishes to re- 
turn to the work from which he with- 
drew temporarily in the United States. 

The departure of these three Ameri- 
cans brings up the question as to what 
real service foreign advisors have been 
to Yuan Shi-kai. He.has had them 
from all countries — Great Britain, 
France, Germany, Russia, Denmark. 
Sweden and Japan, on almost every 
subject connected with his government 
—on law, foreign affairs, military mat- 
ters, education, finance; and, whenever 
a man might be useful but had no par- 
ticularly line to recommend him, he 
has been made an adviser in general. 
Most of these advisors are seldom call- 
ed upon to do any serious work. If a 
difficulty arises between the Chinese 
government and the nation to which 
one belongs his services are likely to 
be employed as go-between. But as 
to advice, though the Ohinese often 
ask it, they seldom follow it. Indeed, 
it is difficult for them to do 80; ideas 
and conditions are still too different 
in China from those which prevail 
abroad. And if the government ac- 
cepted all the advice which it receives 
from its numerous advisors, much of it 
conflicting, the empire might be in 
worse chaos than it is. 

It is understood in Pekin that the’ 
Chinese, while anxious to have men of 
foreign reputation nominally in their 
service, desire it chiefly for what its 
known as “show pidgin”—show busi- 
ness, in other words, effect. Further- 
more, the foreign advisor seldom re- 
ceives the confidence of the gowvern- 
ment. He may be.called upon to give 
his advice on a ctitical internationa) 
matter, but, like inexperienced wom- 
an with her law , the Chinese will 
confide in him only their side of the 
controversy. They cannot bring them- 
selves to “lose face” by telling him 
where they have erred, and there their 
adversaries have the advantage of 
right or might. 

The case of Sir Richard Dane, an 
Englishman, is exceptional. He is ac- 
complishing important reforms in the 
Salt Gabelle—which, next to the cus- 
toms, is the most important tax in the 
country. But he has behind him “The 
Quintuple Group” of bankers and their 
legations, the ench, British, German, 
Russian and Japanese. On the Salt 
Babelle the recent so-called reorgani- 
zation loan of $125,000,000 and other 
loans are guaranteed; and unless the 
Gabelle is really reorganized there 
would be serious international difficul- 
ties growing out of failure to re- 
pay capital and interest. The increase 
in the receipts of the Salt Gabelle have 
lately been enormous.

STEADIER PRICES. 
FOR SPOT COTTON 


As Result of Determined 
Holding Movement—Buy- 
a-Bale Plan Spreading and 
Strengthéhing the Market. 


New Orleans, September 13.—A de- 
termined holding movement and few 
offers of distressed cetton ,was report- 
ed. by cotton buyers here’ during the 
past week. With this condition came 
a better demand and steadier prices 
for spot cotton. In the eastern belt 
where some markets are quoting spots, 
rises of 1-16 to %c were noted from 


a-bale movement spread this 
week to all parts of the cotton region 
and it was generally considered that it 
had not a little to do with the firmness 
of farmers. Good progress was made 
during the week with the liquidation 
of old accounts and it was felt by 
future brokers that the steadier feeling 
in spots, if continued, would help de- 
termine, before long, the date of the 
reopening of the rings to active busi- 
ness. 

The small ginning returns in the first 
report of the season, issued this week, 
showing an outturn only a little more 
than half that of the same period dur- 
ing the last three seasons, was taken 
as assurance that the movement in the 
near future would continue small and 
that there would be little chance for 
real pressure to sell spots this week. 

Weather conditions over the belt were 
extremely favorable and if they con- 
tinue into the coming week ‘big crop 
talk will increase. 

The approach of the maturity of the 
October position is being awaited with 
much interest because of the threat of 
shorts to liquidate by means of the de- 
livery of .actual cotton. Developments 
in this connection may arise this week. 
Optimistic cotton people claim that the 
next week or so ought to see a more 
favorable turn in the spot situation. 
Those who are pessimistic, however, 
continue to point out that this looks 
like a large crop year and that a sur- 

lus is inevitable and must be cared

HE TRIED T0 DESTROY 
JAPANESE WARSHIP 


Petty Officer Angered Because 
Inferior Had Been ‘Pro- 
moted Over Him. 
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Tok®&, Sept. 13.—The fact that an 
attempt was made by a Japanese sailor 
to blow up the Japanese battleship Nis- 
shin in November, 1912, has been 
brought to light by the recent convic- 
tion of and execution of death sentence 
upon the guilty seaman. Two men were 
killed and seventeen wounded in the 
explosion which failed, however, to de- 
stroy the warship. 

The seaman was Sankichi Furtua, a 
second warrant officer of the Nisshin, 
and, according to his ultimate confes- 
sion the motive of the act was re- 
venge. He declared that inferior men 
had been promoted over him. He there- 
fore plotted to destroy the ship and 
all on board. He ignited a heavy 
charge of powder while the warship 
was at Shizuoka. 

«The real cause of the diaster was rig- 
orously kept secret. Naval authorities 
explained that the powder at the maga- 
zine had accidentally exploded. Mean- 
while Furtua was secretly arrested and 
submitted to close examination at a 
naval court-martial.

Are Gradually Improvin 


Crop Money Will Ultimate- 
ly Make Itself Felt, Says 
Bradstreet. 


Bradstreet’s report says: 

Hopes of better trade loom larger 
than do actual transactions, and, ex- 
cept at a few western centers, the 
trend of things the country over is 
tempered by conservatism, with posi- 
tive dullness prevailing in the south.

As yet, Ameri- 
can merchants are groping for foreign 
markets, and while progress may be 
made in that direction, the situation is 
still one of promise rather than per- 
formance. It is conceded that funda-

Gradual Progress Toward 
Normal Conditions Is 
Evident, Says Dun. 


Dun’'s report says: 

A lack of uniformity in reports from 
the principal trades and industries, and 
from the different sections of the coun- 
try, continues, although there is grad- 
ual progress toward a restoration of 
more normal conditions. The basic 
Situation is strengthening and the cur- 
rent improvement should be accentu- 
ated by the consummation of the va- 
rious important measures now under 
consideration. Encouragement is de- 
rived from the resuits thus far 
achieved in adjusting the international 
monetary complications. There was 
another sharp decline in foreign ex- 


change, but subsequently renewed buy- . 


ing in connection with New York city’s 
foreign indebtedness provided an eie- 
ment of support and quotations re- 
covered temporarily. Betterment in 
the financial position at London was 
indicated by the easier tendency “Jn 
private discounts and there was n 
of-an early reduction in the off 
charge of the Bank of England, which 
issued another favorable statement on 
Thursday. Irregularity again charac- 
terizes the tenor of advices from do- 
mestic trade and industrial centers 
this week. 

In the west, particularly, conditions 
are favorable and in the east certain 
lines display improvement; but in the 
south quietness is general, owing to 
the unusual conditions prevailing in 
cotton. As a result of the sharp de- 
ciine in the value of this staple, price 
readjustments are occurring in many 
departments of the dry goods markets. 
New business continues restricted by 
the unsettled monetary conditions. 
More machinery is employed at foot- 
wear factories and foreign orders are 
somewhat of a feature, but leather is 
less active than during August. The 
increased export demand for iron and 
steel apparently has not as yet com- 
pensated for the falling off in domestic 
requirements, yet the August state- 
ment of the leading interest showed a 
Sain of 54,742 tons in unfilled tonnage. 
Although fewer furnaces were in oper- 
ation last month, the daily rate of pro- 
duction of pig iron was slightly larger 
than in July. Small quantities of elec- 
trolytic cooper have sold at 12 1-4 
cents, and in a general way the mar- 
ket is dull, with no immediate pros- 
pect of improvement. Railroad reve- 
nues continue to show a reduction, 
Sross earnings of ail companies repert- 
ing for the month of August being 4.9 
per cent smaller than for the same 
period & year ago. Similarly, bank 
clearings reflect a falling off, the total 
this week being 41.6 per cent less than 
in 1913. Dun’s Index Number of com- 
modity prices on September 1 rose to 
the highest level in more than two 
years, yet since then the advance has 
Sustained a check! 

Iron and Steel. 

It is not expected that there will be 
any material expansion in iron and 
steel this month, although a forward 
movement is anticipated later on. Much 
interest is displayed in foreign inqui- 
ries, Dut readjustment of conditions 
proceeds slowly. In the Pittsburg dis- 
trict the ape + are operating at ap- 
proximately 60 per cent of Capacity. 
Actual sales to foreign interests are 
not large, but England is asking for 
billets, sheet bars, wire rods and cer- 
tain other products. The car shops are 
receiving little or no new business and 
Structural work is held in abeyance 
until monetary conditions become more 
settled. There is a large foreign con- 
tract for rails pending, but at present 
the mills, especially those in the easi,. 
are not busy. The firmness in sheets 
iS more pronounced, notably in the 
west, and several of the independent 
mills are running at 90 per cent of 
Capacity. According to The Iron Age 
the total production of Pig iron dur- 
ing August was 1,995,261 tons, which 
was at the rate of 64,363 tons a day, 
against 63,150 in the previous month. 
Dullness in pig iron is even more 
marked than heretofore. ~ 

Quite a steady demand for dry 
goods is noted in some sections, where- 
as in others buying has diminished. 
In no instance’ have orders been of 
large size, but purchases are being re- 
peated more frequently from the west 
than from other quarters. The de- 
Clining tendency of prices. is attrib- 
uted to the sharp recession in raw eot- 
ton, although colored merchandise is 
not affected because of the uncertainty 
regarding dye supplies. There has 
been a reduction on print cloths of a 
full cent a yard within six weeks, 
while duck in small lots is being sold 
at very low figures. The call for fine 
cottons is less keen, but hosiery and 
underwear for spring and fall deliv- 
ery are more active. In woolens and 
worsteds, a considerable broadening of 
the demand for dress goods for fal] and 
spring has occurred during the past 
week and one or two concerns are 
working night forces at their plants. 


fron and Steel Review. 


New York, September 13.—The de- 
pressing effect of the European war 
upon the iron industry was evident 
last week. Some export orders were 
filled, but they were small. More in- 
quiries were of a tentative nature. On 
export orders steel mills were asking 
$4 to $6 per ton higher than at the 
beginning of hostilities, consequently 
foreign consumers were slower to buy. 
Some of the new inquiries were for 
rolling billets and forging blooms for 
export to Great Britain. Orders were 
placed for 4,000 tons of low phosphor- 
ous iron for England. Bids are being 
taken on 4,000 tons of Bessemer iron 
for Russia. 

Domestic business suffered further 
contraction. Small orders for railroad 
equipment were accompanied by light 
contracts from domestic manufactur- 
ers and even buying of wire, sheets 
and tin plate was smaller in volume. 
Specifications against contracts with 
the exception of tin plate were light- 
er and mill and furnace operations were 
reduced. 

The United States Steel corporation's 
August statement indicated that orders 
booked last month were at the rate of 
33,800 tons daily, against 36,000 tons 
in July. August shipments were about 
81,700 tons daily, against 31,000 tons 
in July. P 

Steel building work was again light, 
but the railroads placed bridge work 
calling for 8,000 tons of steel, and bids 
will go in on 15,000 tons more next 
week. The largest order placed was 
3,500 tons fer the Pennsylvania rail- 
road spameover the Allegheny river.

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: | AT THE THEATERS. 


Eskimo Family Saved by 
U. S. Revenue Cutter--Sev- 
eral Persons Died. 


Washington, September 12.—Eight 
white men and an Eskimo family, 
Survivors of the wrecked Canadian 
exploring ship Karluk, are safe aboard 
the revenue cutter Bear after being 
marooned on frozen Wrangell is- 
land since last January. 

A relayed wireless dispatch from 
the Bear, received here tonight, said 
she was due at Nome, Alaska, today. 

The dispatch told of the death of 
three of the explorers on the island— 
George S. Malloch, geologist; Bjarne 
Mamem, assistant topographer, and 
John Brady, seaman (believed to have 
been John Breddy). 


Report of Captain. 

Captain Cochran's report said: 

“Bear is returning to Nome with the 
following members of the Canadian 
Arctic expedition: 

“Munro, Williamson, McKinley, Had- 
ley, Chaf, Templeman, Williams, Mau- 
rer, Eskimo family. 

“All doine well under care of sur- 
geons. Will arrive Nome Sunday. 

“Party was rescued by schooner 
King and Winge September 7; trans- 
ferred to Bear September 8: latitude 
69 degrees, 55 minutes north; longi- 
tude 175 degrees 30 minutes west. 

“Malloch and Mamen died of nephri- 
tis. Bray accidentally shot. There are 
eight missing persons who never 
reached Wrangell] island. The Bear 
reached within twelve miles of Herald 
island. Clear weather and heavy ice. 
Unable to land on the island, but no 
signs of life.’’ 

The Karluk was a part of an An- 
arctic expedition sent out by the Ca- 
madian government under Vilhjamur 
Stefansson. There were twenty-three 
white men aboard her, wWaptain Rob- 
ert Bartlett and eleven others reached 
Wrangell island, but eight never have 
been heard from. Bartlett, with three 
companions, were ashore near Point 
Barrow when the Karluk was carried 
out to sea by the ice. 

Told of Vessel’s Plight. 

They made their way to Collinson’s 
Point, carrying word of the vessel's 
plight to the outside world. 

Of the rescued, William Laird Mc- 
Kinley was the magnetician; John 
Munro, first engineer; Robert William- 
son, second engineer; F. W. Maurer, 
fireman, and A. Williams, seaman. The 
Templeman mentioned in the dispatch 
is believed to be Robert Templeton, 
the steward, and the Chaf to be Ernest 
Chase, cabin boy. 

The Bear was sent north from Nome 
in July to pick up the marooned ex- 
plorers. It was thought the party had 
Plenty of food and would not suffer 
@reatly while waiting rescue. Until 
early in July it was believed all of the 
Karluk’s crew had found safety on 
Wrangell island. Then it was learn- 
ed that two parties of four had not 
oined the others. The missing were:
